1. AMBASSADOR INFORMED KORNIYENKO THAT PRE- AD VANCE TEAM 
WOULD ADJUST ARRIVAL VLADIVOSTOK AREA TO 1700 HOURS LOCAL 
OCTOBER 10. HE ALSO CONVEYED REASSURANCE THAT SIZE OF PARTY 
WOULD NOT APPROACH SCALE OF MOSCOW VISIT AND THAT SMALL WORKING 
PARTY WOULD BE MORE COMPARABLE TO THAT USED FOR PREVIOUS 
VISITS OUT OF MOSCOW. AMBASSADOR STRESSED, HOWEVER, THAT 
PRESIDENTIAL VISIT REQUIRES THOROUGH ADVANCE PREPARATION AND 
THIS WOULD REQUIRE SMALL ADVANCE PARTY TO REMAIN IN AREA OF 
MEETING FOLLOWING THE DEPARTURE OF THE PRE- ADVANCE TEAM. 

2. KORNIYENKO COMMENTED THAT POSSIBILITY OF SMALL ADVANCE 
TEAM REMAINING IN PLACE "IS NOT EXCLUDED," BUT SHOULD BE 
DISCUSSED ON THE SPOT AFTER PRE-ADVANCE TEAM'S 

ARRIVAL. DECISION WOULD BE MADE AT THAT TIME. 

3. COMMENT: OUR IMPRESSION IS THAT SOVIETS WILL 
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IN FACT PERMIT SMALL ADVANCE PARTY TO REMAIN, IF NUMBERS ARE 
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HELD TO MINIMUM AND NECESSITY FOR THEIR REMAINING IN 
PLACE IS EXPLAINED.
